WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Pfesi- 
dent Hoover, in transmitting the 
first preliminary report of the Law 
Enforcement Commission to Con- 
gress today. submitted this mes- 
sage: 

“In my previous messages I 
have requested the attention of the. 
Congress to the urgent situation 
which has grown up in the matter 
of enforcement of Federal criminal 
laws. 

“After exhaustive examination of 
the subject, the Commission on 
Law Observance and Enforcement, 
and the officials of the Department 
of Justice and the Treasury De- 
partment unite in the conclusion 
that increasing enactment of Fed- 
eral criminal laws over the last 20 
years, as to which violation of 
the prohibition taws comprises 
rather more than one-half of the 
total arrests, has finally culminated 
in a burden upon the Federal 
courts of a character for which 
they are ill-designed, and in many 
cases entirely beyond their Ca- 
pacity. 

“The result is to delay civil 
causes, and of even more import- 
ance, the defeat of both justice and 
law enforcement. Moreover, e¢x- 
perience shows division of author- 
ity, responsibility and tack of 
fundamental organization in Fed- 
eral enforcement agencies ofttimes 
results in ineffective action. 

“While some sections of the 
American people may disagree upon

Speedy adoption of measures tof 
remedy “obvious defects” in crim- 
inal law enforcement and an “ex- 
tended inquiry to determine more 
fundamenta) troubles” was recom- 
mended today in a report by At-f 
torney-General Mitchell to Presi- 
dent Hoover who forwarded the 
to Congress in trans- 


be 


by the Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion. Mitchell’s report follows: 

“With your permission I submit 
some comments upon proposals to 
improve enforcement of the crim-. 
inal laws of the United States. 

“There are some obvious defects 
in our enforcement agencies. and 
there are measures that may be 
readily devised and taken tending 
to cure them. There are other de- 
fects obscure in their nature, re- 
quiring more prolonged study. 

“It has seemed to me, therefore, 
that any program for improvement 
naturally falls into two parts: 

“First the prompt adoption ‘of: 
measures readily to be devised for 
curing obvious defects: and 

“Second, extended inquiry to de- 
termine the more fundamental 
troubles and means of remedying 
them. 


“The Department of Justice and 
the Commission on Law Observ- 
ance and Enforcement have been 
co-operating in the preparation of 
proposals which may be put into 
effect speedily to produce immedi- 
ate improvement, having in mind 
that this preliminary program 
would be followed by more elabo- 
rate and thorough consideration of 
the subject. Only measures requir- 
ing new legislation need now be 
mentioned. 


Drawbacks to Enforcement. — 

“The task of enforcing the crim- 
inal laws is not confined to a sin-. 
gle agency. Several must operate 
efficiently to produce good results. 
There must be: 

“1. Agencies to detect offenses 
and obtain evidence. 

“2. Prosecuting attorneys who 
use the evidence thus prepared and 
try the cases in court, 

“3. Courts to hear the cases. 

“At present obvious defects exist 
in each of these agencies. 

“Congestion in the courts de- 
serves the utmost consideration. 
In many districts the Federal 
courts are unable to cege with the 
volume of business brought before 
them. This results in delay, with 
weakening of evidence and diffi-. 
culty in obtaining convictions... An- 
ther effect of congestion ig the 
effort to clear dockets by whole- 
Bale acceptance of pleas of guilty, 


“The deterrent effect of speedy 
trial and adequate punishment. is 
lost. Congestion also means de- 
lay in trial of civil cases, with 
hardship to private litigants, par- 
ticularly those of small means. 
This condition has been disclosed 
in the statistics for the year end- 
ing June 80, 1929, set forth in my 
annual report. That there has 
been no relief since June 30, 1929, 
is shown by telegraphic reports 
from United States attorneys (ex- 
cepting those in the territories) 
covering prohibition and narcotic 
cases commenced and terminated 
during the six months ended Dec. 
$1, 1929. These reports show 28.- 
437 prohibition and narcotic cases 
commenced: 25.887 such cases ter- 
minated, and 20.066 pending Dec.

N. THEIR NUMBER 


Secretary of Treasury's Re- 


port Sent to Congress by 
President With Other Dry 
Law Data. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 13.— 
President Hoover today sent to 
Congress along with. the first pre- 
liminary report of the Law En- 
forcement Commission -a report 


submitted to him by Secretary. Mel- 
ion urging a unified border patrol 
Coast 
Guard; an increase in the number 


of ports of entry, and a prohibi- 


tion against entry into the United 
States of all persons except at ports 
designated by the President. 

The Melion report follows: 

“Mr. President: The Treasury 
has been considering for some time 
the creation ofa unified border 


‘patrol, in order that the execution 


of the customs, immigration, pro- 
hibition and other laws regulating 
or prohibiting the entry into the 
United States of persons and mer- 
chandise, may be made more effec- 
tive. The following recommenda- 
tions are submitted for your con- 
sideration and transmission to the 
Congress if you approved: 

(1) The entry into the United 
States of all persons should be 
prohibited except at points of 
entry designated -by the Presi- 
dent. e 

; (2) The present number of 
points of entry should be th. » 
creased sufficiently -to permit 
uninterrupted and unhampered 
intercourse with our neighboring 
countries over established and 
customary routes. 

(3) A unified border patrol 
should be created to patrol the 
border and prevent illegal entry. 

(4) The unified border patrol 
should be a part of thé coast 
guard. | 

Plain and Simple Rule. 

A specific stututory prohibition 
of entry into the United States of 
either aliens or citizens, in any 
manner and with or without mer- 
chandise, except at designated 
points, is essential as a basis if the 
border patrol is to function effi- 
ciently, since it will give the patrol 
@ plain and simple rule to enforce, 
and relieve them of any necessity 
of interpreting and applying the 
customs, immigration, and other 
laws. Customs, immigration, 
quarantine and other officers will 
be stationed at the designated 
points of entry and the administra- 
tion of the laws at these points 
should remain, of course, under the 
jurisdiction of the present services. 

“The points of entry should be 
designated by the President, just 
as ports of entry are now dasig- 
nated. They should be estab- 
lished at the boundary intersection 
of all established and customary 
routes and wherever intercourse 
with our neighboring countries 
justifies, . Flexibility is essentia)] in 
order to permit an increase in the 
points of entry comfortably with 
the growth of commerce and 
travel, and in order to meet sea- 
sonal necessities and constantly 
changing conditions. There should 
be a substantial increase, rather 
than a decrease, in the present 
humber of customs and immigra- 
tion stations. 


Convenience of Public. 

“It igs believed that the proposed 
Plan will promote materially the 
convenience of the traveling public, 
as well as relieve those traveling 
On inland highways from inspec- 
tion. Today, generally speaking, 
travelers may enter the United 
States anywhere but must report 
at a customhouse, which may well 
be entirely out of their tine © of 
travel, and declare and enter their 
merchandise, Moreover, our pres- 
ent patrol must necessarily 
maintained on interior: roads and 
not along the border, with. the con- 
sequent necessity of stopping 
vehicies and pedestrians who . may 
never have teft the country. Ade- 
quate provision. should, .of course. 
be made by regulation so as to 
meet the needs of farmers and 
others whose property extends | 
across the border or who are liv- 
ing along the border.

-| Operation between Federal and 
State agencies, are things to which. 
we must come, quite apart from 
the exigencies of enforcement of 
prohibition, but which cannot ‘be 
achieved overnight. ’ 

For Public Hearings Later. : 

Replying to those who have as- 
‘sailed it for a failure to hold pub- 
lic. hearings on the prohibition 
question, the commission reports 
to President Hoover that it con- 
ceives it to be more useful to make. 
a careful study of the whole ques- 
tion, securing information from 
the responsible officers of Gov- 
ernment and from printed reports, 
as well as from hearings before 
committees of Congress, before em- 
barking upon public hearings.” 

Summing up its four recommen- 
dations for legislative enactments, 
the commission says: 

“We think they could not in any 
wise interfere with any ultimate 
program which we may have to 
recommend, and would, in the 
meantime advance observance of 
the law.” 

Agencies Entirely Disconnected. 

The Commission deais with each 
of its recommendations separately 
and with some of them at consider- 
able length. In urging transfer of 
the prohibition unit from ~the 
Treasury to the Department of Jus- 
tice, the report said it is an anom- 
aly that the cases are investigated 
and prepared by agencies entirely 
disconnected with and not answer- 
able to those who are to prosecute 
them. 

“If prosecution, the legal side of 
enforcement, is partitioned between 
two distinct agencies,’ the report 
Says, “the diffused, ill-defined, 
non-located responsibility is sure 
in the long run to be an obstacle 
to efficiency.” 

The Commisson reports that 
there must be a careful study of 
ttow to separate the work which 
belongs in the Treasury of grant- 
ing permits and administration of 
regulations as to the legitimate use 
of alcohol or liquors, 

Pointing out that there are 26 
statutés, many enacted before the 
eighteenth amendment, to which 
there is recourse in prohibition en- 
forcement, the Commission asserts 
they are in form disconnected, un- 
wieldly, and in much need of co- 
ordination and adjustment to each 
other. Consequently, it recommends 
that these statutes be “revised and 
digested,’ with a view to making 
them a unified whole in the form 
of a simple, better-ordered and 
hence more workable code, 

As to Padlock Injunctions. 

On .the question of padlock in- 
junctions, it is stated that the use 
of injunction proceedings as a 
means -of enforcing prohibition is

Specific Forms of Legislation, 

In a report supplementing the 
original submitted to the Presi-

One would give to state, county 
and municipal officers authority 
to seize any vehicle, including’ au- 
tomobiles, water and air: craft, 
found transporting liquor in vio- 
lation of law and to proceed both 
against the operators and the ve- 
hicles in the appropriate Federal 
Court.

Asserting that the Jones law en- 
acted last year, providing for 
prison sentences of five years and 
fines up to $10,000 for liquor con- 
victions, had brought about better 
enforcement conditions, Doran 
said “Take it over-all, with the 
decrease in stnuggling, I say the 
situation is improving.” 

“Undoubtedly the Jones law had 
a great effect.” he said, adding 
that it driven thousands of the 
smalier rators, manufacturers, 
runners and retail dealers out of 
business and decreased arrests 
from 75,000 in 1928 to 67,000 in 
1929. 


Would Congest Courts. 

“We could make a 50 per cent 
increase in the number of persons 
arrested.” Doran continued, “but 
under the present conditions it 
would merely congest the courts 
still further, and further. compli- 
cate the situation. It does seem 
to me that any policy that would 
increase the number of Federal of- 
ficers who have arresting powers 
must necessarily take in the ques- 
tion of adequate court facilities, in 
order to try cases promptly.” He 
added that, if a prompt trial is 
not secured, “your case gets cold” 
and that “there is no class of cases 
that gets colder than a prohibition 
case.” 

Doran sald congestion of the 
courts was greatest in New York, 
New Jersey, Northern . I[llinois, 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia. En- 
forcement conditions at Detroit, he 


ities of the coast guard and prohi- 
bition agents, but added that it was 
“still a difficult problem” there. 

Besides Wisconsin, which has 
voted against the dry law, Doran 
said, New York, Montana, Nevada 
and Maryland were not assisting 
the Federal Government in enforc- 
ing prohibition. Many moonshin- 
ers have moved to Wisconsin from 
Illinois and Minnesota, he said, 
“where they feel they can operate 
with greater safety.”
